Canadian Zone—Hiidsonian Belt- 


Search for Water—Night Spent 


at Campfire. 


(Continued From Last Week.) 
The Canadian Zone covering a belt 


Irom altitudes 5,500 to 7,500brought 
sparrows aad woodpeckers anew, al- 
though not in large numbers. 
The 


Painted Cup with its crimson flowers 
bloomed profusely in the mofster 
places and Fireweed, found every- 
where throughout the U. S. appar- 
ently, was very conspicuous. An oc- 
casional Alder was noticed in the 
gullies supporting mountain streams'. 
Plants we could not name we're 
found in the moist ravines and doubt- 
less many species of trees escaped 
our notice, and difficult was it to de- 
termine just when a new zone of life 
was entered. 
However, a sudden 


change in trees especially noticeable, 
would remind us of careful observ- 
ance of new things in all lines. 


The Hudsonian belt embracing, al- 


titudes between 7,500 and 
9,500 


leet brought a beautiful forest, quiet 
and majestic. 
The tpees were ar- 


ranged in a more regular form and 
seemed moreo contented. 
At other 


places they,,were found in groups 
about 100 feet tall, the'average di- 
ameter about three feet', although 
thicker ones would be fo,und with 
trunks curved downward just above 
the ground to yield support. 
The^ 


Alpine Hemlock is another of the 
picturesque trees dne to the hand- 
some trunks, and irregular drooping 
foliage which "falls in graceful mass- 
es in such.-fa manner'as to conceal 
•the "branches.- The twigs curve-up- 
ward and the needles stand outward 
very unlike other conifers. 
-The ef- 


fect was heightened,-at the time we 
passed through, by the light green 
tips of new growth, and the black- 
beard lichen that drooped from the 
branches as if draped with dangling 
beards. Hulbirt and I felt a rain ap- 
proaching, and while the raindrops 
fell from an obscured sky, we sat

archsj in admiration of *their adorn- 
ment, the

darkness, in covering the trunks 
from the ground on the .western 
sides, and the upper sides of the 
branches. 
The ground beneath was 


Covered with a loose dark felting 
made 
up of cones, cone

needles and twigs which on the steep-! 
er slopes made travel more labori- 
ous. Flowers resembling Epilobiums 
were seen hugging the ground and 
the Alpine Phlox grew in scattered 
tufts on the dry slopes and ridges. 
Woodpeckers alone broke the quiet- 
ness. 
Here it was learned lived a 


white crow, by name Clark Crow, 
which feeds on the beetles of that 
insects caught on the wing. 
Not

Not 


knowing where the other party or 
parties were, we kept the slow pace 
in high hopes of reaching water, for 
it must be remembered that no<-water 
was seen since leaving the lunch 
ground. 
The pumaceous nature of 


the soil allowed the water of all 
kinds to penetrate the surface, and 
while it was so near the surface at 
-times that its murmurs could be 
heard, yet it served not to quench 
our thirst. 
The altitude did not 


serve to strengthen us, and the snow 
appearing through the trees assured 
us that Horse Camp was near at 
hand and water too. 


Plunging out of the forest, it was 


true the snows did not seem far 
away; but distance was again deceiv- 
ing, and-while it rained a heavy mist, 
our course led over a large area de- 
void of trees save dead, fallen white- 
barks hurled to death by an ava- 
lanche, that had descended from the 
mountain and carried all before it 
The numbers of the trees that lay 
there among the debris reminded one 
of the day after a battle on the bat- 
tlefield. A few trees left by the side 
showed a narrow escape by scars to 
a height of ten feet, where other 
trees had struck them in their mad 
rush down the slope. 
Over this 


broad area long since smoothed by 
erosion, grew the Dwarf Alpine Yar- 
row, its cousin regarded as a common 
weed by our roadsides. 
Shasta Al- 


pine Asters and beautiful, brilliant 
Alpine Dandelions were seen grow- 
ing snugly among the volcanic lavas. 
A tiny red blossoming plantlet much 
resembling Sundew seemed as happy 
and thrifty as the tiny frogs by the 
lake-side. Small dense mats of Rock 
Saxifrage also invited us to pluck 
them and send them home to friends 
interested in the rarer plants they 
desired for herbariums. 
We our- 


selves felt sorry indeed that no port- 
able press had been provided for, for 
to leave these splendid little beauties 
at our heels so far away from horno, 
seemed a sacrifice uncalled 'or.

shoes with lumber calks for the next 
day's climb. 
This latter job was

calks, ten for a shoe and a piece of 
metal to hold them, but no hammer 
nor a last, for which stones were 
substituted in primitive style and a

the ground, or lay prostrate, naked, 
with the ironlike firmness of the 
twisted wood exposed to the violent 
sand blasts and erosive storms, until 
Ehe hardest knots and fibers stood 
out in plain relief.

Washington, August 14.—Chair- 


man William B. Wilson of the Demo- 
cratic Committee on Labor in the 
House of Representatives, 
pointed 


orut in a recent speech in the House 
that the labor interests of the coun- 
try had received more considerations 
from the present Democratic Con- 
gress than had come to them for 
many years. 
He laid special stress 


on the fact that the Democrats had 
restored to the government clerks 
the right of petition—a constitution- 
al privilege that had been taken away 
from them by executive orders under 
both Roosevelt and Taft—and on the 
further 
fact that the Democratic 


party had lived up to its platform' 
promises ins the treatment^ of labor. 


"The present House has been the 


most progressive in labor legislation 
in the history of our country," said 
Mr, Wilson. 
"The first great step, 


was taken whea. the House adopted 
its present rules, taking the appoint- 
ment of committee chairmen 'away 
from the Speaker and vesting that 
power in the House itself.
